Hungarian, Baron Stephan Burian. 

Hungary, While at one with Austria in 
regard to the principle of the war, has} 
shown dissatisfaction with the manner 
| in which it has been prosecuted. While 
Austro-Hungarian troops have bean 
utilised to prevent a Russian invasion of 
Germany and even have been employed 
against, France, Hungary has 4 ye left 
open te invasion. . 


Hungarian Premier Protests. 

Count Tisza, the Hungarian premier, 
on several occasions gave utterance to 
this dissatisfactiqn, and finding that his 
complaints were not heard at Vienna 
took them to Berlin, where he had an au- 
dience with the German emperor. 

Although it was said that after this trip 
the interests of Hungary were given 
more attefition, Count Tisza did not stop 
his agitation, and in a speech on New 
Year's day complained that Hungary's| t. 
position had not been fully recognised. 

Insisting upon military and politi al 
harmony between Hungary and Austria 
and Germany, he said pointedly that the 
Hungarian nation must assume the pla ce 
it deserved in consequence of its material 
and moral strength, its active energy, and 
the fact that all its interests. aspirations, 
and desires were in complete accord with 


A | the true interests of the monarchy, 


. Rebuked by Vienna Papers. 

The Vienna papers took Count Tisza to 
task for this speech, one of them, Die 
Zeit, saying it was imposstble to reply 
ob account of the cénsorship. The ap- 
pointment of Baron Burian suggests, 
however, that the emperor has decided 
to give Hungary u greater volce in the 
government of the country. 

Baron Burian was at one time A 
Hungarian minister of finance, so t 
he Has had some experience in the larger 
problems of the monarchy and latterly 
he has been Hungerian minister to the 
royal court—evidence that 10 is in royal 
favor.

ROMB, Jan. 13.—Twelve thousand 
persons were killed by an earthquake 
which epread destruction throughout 
central Italy edrly this. morning, The 
pumber injured ls estimated at 20000. 

In Rome itself the quake was the most 
severe in history. There was an immense 
amount of damage done to many of the 
most famous structures in the city, bat 
the logs in life was small. 
The suburbe suffered severely and it 
ia estimated that at least 100 persons 


At least a dosen towns scattered over 
the central provinces are known to have 
been destroyed of greatly damaged, 
Many other places ha ve been cut off from 
communication with the capital, and itis 
feared the results of the upheaval will 
grow when they are heard from. 
From below Naples in the south to 
Ferrera in the north, a distance of more 
then 800 miles, and serosa almost the 
entire width of the country the move 
ment continued for a considerable period. 

In Rome it was thought at first that 
two shocks had occurred, but the eels- 
mographic instruments in the ohserva- 
tories showed there was only one, which, 
beginning at 7:55 o'clock in the morning, 
lasted from twenty-two to thirty seconds.

vention for many years and had made no 
effort to give his discovery to foreign 
governments unti! it had been repeatedly 
refused by Americans. He charged that 
the facts had been suppressed by the 
ordnance bureau. 


Tells of Terrific 

Gathman said that in tests in 1807 be- 
fore American ordnance officers his shell 
had blown to pieces six and ten inch 
armor plates when merely leaned against 
the steel and exploded. — 

The whole theory of shell fire has been 
so changed by the adoption of high ex- 
plosive shells in place of armor piercing 
projectiles, he said, that the coast de- 
fenses of the United States virtually are 
useless because they still use the latter | 
type of projectiles.)

From two hundred thousand to a quarter of a 
million people pass annually through the hospitals 
of Chicago. From the poorest to the richest, men, 


women, and children of all races, religions, and 
conditions of life belong to this great democracy of 


That is the question before the council committee 
on health and before the whole council. It cannot 
be shirked by passing a resolution to enforce the 


sone of quiet ordinance, because, first, the zone of | 


quiet will not be a zone of quiet when the order is 
obeyed, and, second, because the order will be 
obeyed, if at all, only for a time. Then the condi- 
tions will relapse into their present barbarous state. 

Hospitals in a great city have to put up with 


“many hostile conditions, among them noises and 


Vibrations. But in the name of humanity these 
should be kept at a minimum. 5

: THE SUFFRAGE VOTE. 

The vote on the Mondell amendment to enfran- 
chise women was, from the standpoint of reasonable 
expectation, a triumph for the advocates of woman 
suffrage. That the question in a most radical form 
and upon its first hearing before the whole house 
should receive 174 votes to 204 against it indicates 
the force developed by the cause throughout the 

To what exact extent the vote shows the strength 
of woman suffrage in congress it is less easy to say. 
If the zeal of some Illinois representatives who 
voted yea has its source in a discreet sense of the 
direct influence of Illinois women since their 
partial enfranchisement rather than in independent 
conviction, it is none the less dependable. Perhaps 
a few of the 174 voted yea for policy’s sake and 


better chance of winning. A “ practical” man real- 
izing that his security might be endangered by the 
acquisition of the franchise might deem it worth 
his while to acquire a little merit H it were not too 
hazardous. $ Bon 

But such Machiavellians must be very few, if, in- 
deed, there are any, while on the other hand a num- 
ber of pro-suffrage votes must have been denied the 
Mondell amendment because of a conscientious be- 
lief that enfranchisement should come state by state. 

It may be many years before some States grant 
the franchise to their women citizens, but it cer- 
tainly appears that the movement has the force of 
American social and political tendency behind it 


The corporation counsel's. office recommends a 
state act rather than an ordinance to deal with the 
nuisance of icy and slippery sidewalks. The mat- 
ter seems to have been carefully considered, and tide 
recommendation is made with one eye, at least, on 
our Supreme court. 

As Tue Trisune has explained to the bewild- 
ered native or visitor who, in just wrath at a dan- 
gerous and disgraceful condition, blames the wrong 
parties, the reason Chicago has slippery sidewalks 
most of the winter and early spring is found in the 
position repeatedly taken by the Supreme court— 
namely, that the sidewalks do not belong to the 
abutting property owners and can’t be regarded as 
theirs for one purpose when they are not so re- 
garded for other purposes. Few states-follow us in 
this view, but our highest tribunal has refused to 
budge and thinks its position impregnable. 

Now, the idea behind the recommended state law 


sanctioning a mild and reasonable act requiring 
property owners to remove snow and ice from “a 
path of limited width” instead of from the entire 
sidewalk. Such a requirement might be approved 
as imposing a slight burden, a bu warranted by 
the benefit to the property owners as well as by 
that to the pedestrians. The experiment is worth 
trying. If the courts are afforded another oppor- 
tunity, at this time, of passing on the question they 
may subordinate strict legal logic to sense, safety, 
and expediency. Public sentiment favors regula- 
tion, and that’s half the battle. To leave the mat- 
ter to the city is to leav> the ice and snow on 90 
per cent of the sidewalks..

To know that whooping cough is of 
germ origin is important. To know how 
to make an anti-body that will destroy 
the germ, once it has infected the system, 
la also of importance. It is of still more 
importance to have a serum which, like 
typhoid vaccine, when given to a person 
will immunize him against the disease. 
Sill eaye the present vaccine diminishes 
markedly the number and severity of 
the paroxyemese and the amount of 
ing.

Whooping cough attacks the young 
especially. It is not a highly contagious 
disease and is probably spread by direct 
contact only, as by kissing or by inhal- 
ing the breath of the afflicted during 
coughing. One attack confers almost 
absolute immunity. The disease is com- 
posed of two elements: One, infamme- 
tion of the bronchial tubes, and the other, 
nervous, the cough'ng ft. 

Of all contagious diseases incident to 
child life, whoop'ng cough is the most 
fatal. It is responsible for the death of 
thousands of babies under 1 year of age 
each year. Yet Uttle effort is taken to 
protect children against this disease, 
which kills éver one-fourth of the babies 
born before they are 1 year old, 

Whooping cough develops gradually. 
It may be mistaken for a bad cold. For 
this reasun it is a safe rule to get the 
advice of the family physican when 
the child is suffering from a simple but 
persistent cold. It is a poor rule to walt 
until the child is feverish, restless, has 
watery eyes, swollen lids, does not sleep 
well, and begins to cough. When in this 
condition the whoop may begin any mo- 
ment without apparent reason. 

The chief thing in whoop!ng cough is to 
control the spread of the disease.

The Virginia health bulletin proposes 
the following rules for the guidance of 
parents in whose house the disease ap- 
pears: , 

“1. Notify all the friends of the family 
that your child has whooping cough. 

2. Instruct the nurse. or whoever is 
in charge of the child, not to mingle with 
other ch'idren or to go near any children 
In any home, park, or public place. 

“3. Until the cough has entirely dis- 
appeared keep the child from Sunday 
school and from day school, from the 
street cars. from stores, and from all con- 
tact with children. 

“4, If the child is by accident in the 
company of other children and has a 
whooping spell cover his mouth and nose

TALY’S principal order of knighthood, 
that of the Annunciation, has go few 
members outside the princes of ths 
reigning house and a certain number 

of foreign sovereigns that its de- 
stowal upon Onorevyole Salandra, the 
prime minister of the kingdom, calls for 
passing mention. 

There are not more than eight nonroyal 
Italian knights of this order all told, and 
as a member thereof Prof. Salandra be- 
comes, ipso facto, a titular cousin of his 
sovereign and outranks the greatest no- 
bles of the realm, coming immediately 
after the princes of the reigning house. 

Moreover, whether in or out of cabinet 
mee, he is. as a knight of the Annuncia- 
tion, exempt from the jurisdiction of the 
ordinary tribunals of the land ard may 
be tried only by the senate, sitting as a 
special court of justice.

Prof. Salandra is above everything else 
a knight of the pen. Until he became 
prime minister he earned his living partly 
es a professor of public law of the uni- 
versity at Rome, but more especially by 
the remarkable articles which he was 
wont to contribute to the leading news- 
papers and reviews. 

Few men in public life are more gener- 

ally respected by political friends and 
foes alike than Prof. Salandra, who with- 
out being a reactionary has always been 
one of the conservative forces of the Lib- 
eral party, a Liberal, indeed, of the type 
of his old time friend and associate, ex- 
Premier Sonnino, now serving under him 
as minister of foreign affairs. 
He is a man of the most broad minded 
views, extremely level headed, and averse 
to any action that has not received due and 
full consideration. 
While opposed to the demand of the 
extremists of the Liberal party for the 
enactment of laws of divorce which do 
not now exist In Italy, and although he 
has voted on several occasions against the 
measure, he has notified the members of 
his cabinet that they are free to vote, each 
of them according to his own conscience 
about the matter. :

The order of the Annunciation was be- 
stowed upon Premier Salandra on the 
occasion of the christening; of the little 
girl who wae born to the king and queen 
of Italy the other day. and who received 
her grandmother's name of Margherita, 
also that of Maria. 

The prime minister always acts on such 
occasions as the grand registrar of the 
birth and baptiem of the children of the 
sovereign and as grand notary of the 
realm, and Victor Emmanuel III. has 
made it a habit of presenting the collar 
of the order to the premier for the time 


being as a memento of his services. 


— 
The insignia of the order consist of a 
badge, upon which is_represented a pic- 


by the Angel Gabriel, and is worn sus- 
ended to the neck, rot by a ribbon but 
by a small chain of gold. 

The badge and the star which ls 
worn in conriection therewith on the left 
breast bear on them the curious word 
“ Fert,” the meaning and origin of which 
were a matter of no end of speculation 
even to the most learned antiquarians 
and historians until the mystery was set 
at rest a few years ago by King Victor 
Emmehuel, who in the course of his nu- 
mismatic studies and collections came 
across a medal issued to commemorate 
the marriage of Duke Charles Emmanuel 
of Savoy to Princese Catherine of Spain 
in 1580. 

The medal. which is now comprised in 
the king’s collection and is unique of ite 
kind, bears on one side the effigies of the 
royal couple and on the reverse their arms

Every smoker of tobacco is affected 
by the emancipation of Egypt from the 
suzerainty of the Turkish empire. Egypt 
has been so celebrated for its cigarets in 
all portions’ of the world that a wide- 
spread impression has prevailed to 
effect that they were made of Egyptian 
tobacco. This is not the case. 

Owing to the Ottoman government hav- 
ing converted the cultivation and preduc- 
tion of tobacco into a state moncpoly, 
Egypt. as a dependency of the Ottoman 
empire, has been strictly precluded from 
growing tobacco, for which its soil ard 
ite climate are particularly well suited. 
Indeed, years ago the cultivation of to- 
bacco was one of the chief .odustries or 
the land of the Nile. 

If the English authorities in Egypt and 
likewise other foreign officials of the 
khedivial government were so extraor- 
dinarily strict in the enforcement of the 
Turkish laws against the cultivation of 
tobacco in the land of the Nile it was be- 
cause the revenues of the Turkith state 
tabacco monopoly were hypothecated to 
the foreign holders of Turkish govern- 
ment bonds. | 

All the cigarets thade in Egypt and all 
the tobacco sold there for chibouk or 
hookah purposes have had to be imported 
either from the Ottoman state plantations 
of tobacco in Turkey in Europe and in 
Asia Minor or else from Greece. More 
than this, the importers had to pay duty 
thereon. —

They are 
Argentina, Cuba, Portugal, and Spain. 

The rendesvoue of the fleets at Hamp- 
ton Roads will be abandoned and the 
shipe will gather at Cristobal at the At- 
lantic end of the canal instead. 


Statement Made by Daniels. 

The program was outlined in the fol- 

jowing statement by Secretary Daniels: 

“ The following named foreign vessels 

| ate expected to take part in the celebra- 

tion incident to the opening of the Pan- 
ama canal: 

“Argentina will send the battleship 
Moreno, flying the flag of Vice Admiral 
Onofre Betbeder; Cuba will send the 
cruiser Cuba; Portugal will send the 
cruiser Almirante Rels and the dispatch 
boat Cinco de Outubro; Spain will send 
the battlechio Espafia. | ° 

“The battleships of the Atlantic fleet 
and the destroyer flotilla will proceed to 
Guantanamo and Guacanayabo bay on 
Jan. 17 for extended fleet exercises and 
target practices, seventeen battieships 
taking part in the maneuvers. The Geor- 
gia, Texas, South Carolina, and Minne- 
sote will remain at their home yards un- 
dergoing overhaul until Feb. 15. These 
vesseis will proceed to southern waters 
the latter part of February.

“The Texas will remain at Hampton 
Roads to escort the president to Panama 
on the New York; the New York pro- 
ceeding to Hampton Roads from Cuban 
waters about Feb. 15, prepared to re- 
ceive the president on March 8. 

It is intended that the Washington 
relieve the Delaware in Mexican waters 
as soon as practicable, and that the Dela- 
ware and Rhode Island will join the fleet 
in Cuban waters.

Part of the letetr follows: 

Wo arrived here after a rather hard 
trip of twenty-four hours, leaving Lon- 
don at 9:30 p. m. We got through the 
customs at Tilbury without any dificul- 
ty, thanks to our two weeks’ work in 
London. All the other peoplé we saw 
were searched, but we were courteously 
escorted out by a Scotland Yarde detec- 
tive. About midnight we were put one 
tender in the Thames, where 150 of us 
were packed sardine wise In a small cabin. 
We shivered through until 6 in the morn- 
ing, when we were put on the ship, which 
just then steamed up. We steamed 
steadily from morning till 10 a* night. 
Heaven and the pilot only know where 
we went, for the normal sailing time from 
Tilbury to Rotterdam is only seven bours. 

Details of Plan. 

The possibility for constructive work 
as I see it is in an American women’s re- 
habilitation committee for Belgium. Its 
object should be as far as possible from 
relief, though of course the cobperation 
would have to be perfect between all re- 
Hef bodier and this committee. So far 
as I can se at the present time it should: 

Provide material to work upon, as 1 
understand the reliet commission has no 
freedom under its agreement with Ger- 
many to furnish clothing. Payment for 
work couid or should be made in cloth 
or in food. 

“ Establish industries in Belgium, for 
instance: Lacemaking, chicken farming, 
knitting, pottery, 

Market lace and other products out- 

side of Belgium. A market for lace made 
by Belgians has already been partially 
established in England. The difficulty 
here coir¢s in the question, will the Ger- 
mans permit the exportationof the lace? 
** This is a huge proposition—big enough, 
in fact. for the General Federation of 
Women's clubs—and the more powerful 
the organization that can take hold of 
it the better, for if it is done it must be 
recognized as constructive work. 

Wil you organise for reconstructive 
work of this kind? If it appeals to you it 
should be done promptly and on a broad 


basis. 
Beigians in London, 

“ While in London we went to one of the 
headyuariers for Belgian refugees and 
were greatly impressed with the fine man- 
agement of an immense problem, started 
by private funds and management, and 
getting so large that the government has 
taken a hand, 

At the receiving headquarters we vis- 
ited there had already been 85,000 han- 
died, and Miss Bruce, head of the Red 
Cross workers there, told us that every 
Belgian baby was fitted out with large 
numbers of adult relatives, that not one 
without relatives had been through their 
hands, and that if one should turn up 
there would be twenty English homes

Except in cases of ill health or injury, 
the employés are not eligible to partici- 
pate in the pension unless they are 60 
years old. The total amount is also sub- 
ject to a maximum, #0 the high salaried 
employée do not draw the bulk of the 
pension fund to the detriment of the lower 
salaried employés. 

Employés of the first class cannot re- 
belve more than $1,040 a year; second 
class, $1,144 a year, and the third class, 
$1,248 a year.

Garcia today telegraphed to the “ first 
chief that Johnson was a fugitive from 
justice in the United States and suggest- 
ed that he must present recently issued 
American passports before he be allowed 
to. pase through any port held by the 
ranza forces.

Johnson at present is at Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, on his way north.

STOCKS SHOW LOSSES. 

New York, Jan. 13.—Continued improve- 
ment in the investment situation was 
shown today in the increased demand for 
listed and unlisted bonde and notes at 
higher quotations. Other developments 
were the confirmation of a credit loan 
to the Russian government, receipt of a 
moderate amount of gold from China 
which was diverted from London because 
of the war, and the exportation of a nom- 


inal amount of French gold from London 
to this country. 


Gold Imports Significant. 

The Chinese gold imports are of signifi- 
cance for the reason that they inject a 
new phase into the foreign exchange situ- 
ation, incidentally offering additional 
proof of New Tork's growing power as a 
financial center. Cuba is believed to be 
the ultimate destination of the French 
gold, but there are no signs that the move- 
ment is likely to assume formidable pro- 
portiona. 

Official figures dealing with our foreign 
trade show a handsome gain of exports 
over imports for the calendar week, 
the excess amounting to over $35,000,000. 


Stocks Show Losses. 

Stocks inclined from an trregular tone 
to gradual heaviness, most important is- 
sues showing net losses. Trading was 
relatively ight, with indications of liqui- 
dation for foreign account. Pressed Steel 
Car and a few other specialties declined 
abruptly on adverse dividend rumors.
